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1 . The reply filed on 3-7-05 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because 
of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

a) On various pages of the reply, in the upper portion of the pages, 
apparently due to fax transmission problems, there are overprinting of letters on 
top of and to the side of the text. Appropriate correction is required. 

b) Page 23 of the reply, indicates that the Applicant has submitted an 
Attachment 2, however there is no Attachment 2 in the image file wrapper. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

c) The reply contains a specification insertion indicated as "Insert the 
following paragraph ending at page 32, line 14, and before the paragraph 
beginning at page 32, line 15...." which it appears should be "Insert the following 
paragraph after the paragraph ending at page 32, line 14, and before the 
paragraph beginning at page 32, line 15..." for this to be able to be inserted into 
the specification properly. Appropriate correction is required. 

d) Claims 13-15 are improper under 37 C.F.R. 1.121 because in each of 
these claims double brackets are being used in the equations to delete text that 
contain more than five consecutive characters. Appropriate correction is required. 

e) Claims 13 and 14 are improper under 37 C.F.R. 1.52 because in claim 13 
the lettering z with its subscript p is too small in a few locations and in claim 14 
the lettering z with its subscript B is too small in a few locations. Appropriate 
correction is required. 
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f) Paragraph 1 .d) of the prior Office action indicated that listing of references 
in the specification was not a proper information disclosure statement however 
the Remarks/Argument section of the reply contains no comments on this. 
Appropriate explanation is required.
